JUDGMENT. 


The Chief Justice, Sir Henry Gollan, delivered his last judgment 
this morning at the Supreme Court before:his retirement from ser- 
vice, The case was one in which a father made a peculiar assignment 
of certain landed property to one of his sons without intending “to 
confer any beneficial interests thereby. The son, however, got know- 
ledge of such an assignment, and later he mortgaged his moiety of 
the property to a-third party for the sum of $25,000, 

The father commenced litigation against the son and the mort- 
gagee of the property asked for a declaration that he was entitled 


to equity to the property in question. 


In the judgment given this 


morning, nfs Lordship found for the father with costs. 


TEXT OF. THE JUDGMENT. 


The parties in the action’ werey 
Li Po-kwai, allas Li Kan, and the 
defendants were Tsang Chuen and 
L! Nga-ching . (son of the plain 
tiff). 

Mr. Eldon Potter, K.G., and Mr, 
F, C, Jenkin, {nstructed by Messrs. 
Hasting, Denny and Bowley, ap- 
peared for the plaintiff and the 
first defendant was represented

¥" The plaintiff 1s a merchant re- 
siding in Hpng Kong, and alleges 
in hig statemont of claim that on 
and for somo time prior to March 
9, 1917, he waa the Crown lessee

‘Street. These premises are here- 
after referred to as “the property 
in question.” — ¢ 

By deed of assignment dated 
March 9, 1917, the plaintiff, under 
the name of Li Hung-cheung alias 
Li Po-kwai, transferred the pro- 
perty in question to himself, 
under another allas of Li Kan, and 
the second ‘defendant who {s his 
second son, as joint tenants, in 
professed consideration of the 
payment’ of a sum of $16,000, by 
the assignees to the plaintiff. He 
‘alleges, and on ‘this point the 
plaintl® was not cross-examined, 
that the second defendant was 
not aware, at the time, of the ex- 
ecution of the deed of assign- 
ment; and-he further ‘states. that 
‘in. fact no consideration was re- 
ceived by him in respect of the. 
transfer. 

The statement ‘of claim goes on 
to allege: that: by this’ assignment 
the plaintiff never intended to 
confer any beneficial interest In 
the property In question. upon the 
second defendant and. that he re- 
tained complete control and pos-

transferred by a parent to him- 
self and a child, the presumption 
is that it is Intended to be an 
advancement; but this presump- 
tion may be rebutted by evidence, 
showing that a differant object 
was intended. Where the parent 
has died before the question comes 
to be decided, the evidence must 
obviously be of a purely circum- 
stantial nature, and must be ‘con- 
temporancous, with ‘the transac- 
tion. Bu where he Is alive, then 
his evidence as to intention is ad- 
missible. It may be open to ob- 
jection, more ‘or less serious, but

HONG KONG CITED IN 
DIVORCE CASE. 


: London, Yesterday. 

There was a Far Eastern echo in 
the Divorce Court to-day of the 
sensational trial of Sidney Harry 
Fox, ~the young man who was 
sentenced to death at Lewes 
Aassizes on March 22 and will be 
hanged at Maidstone to-morrow for 
strangling, his mother in the 
Metropole Hotel, Margate, after 
heavily insuring her life. Fox and 
his mother had been lving on his 
wits, as both were practically 
destitute. His mother’s body was 
found In: her bedroom, to which 
Fox ‘set fire. It tranaptred after 
the sentence that he had previous- 
ly been convicted of charges of 
fraud. ‘ : 

Mr, Justice Hill to-day granted 
a decree nial for Captain Georga 
Alfred Morse, a Master in the 
Merchant Service in the Far East, 
on the ground of the adultery of 
his wife with Fox. Tho parties 
were married at Shanghal in De- 
cember, 1908, and lived there and 
at Hong Kong and elsewhere, and 
had two children. Morse, who was 
at present at sea, in an affidavit 
said that his wife occasionally 
visited her parents at Sydney. She 
came to England in 1925 to send 
the children to school. She was 


extravagant and he did not live] 
with her when he came home. She} - 


committed adultery with Fox in a 
flat in Southsea in 1927 and in.a 
hotel in London in 1928 It is 
understood that Fox, who did not 
appear, knew nothing of the 
divorce. casg,and entered no answe: 
to the charge.~—Reuter. ‘~~’

Defendant asked witness if it were 
suggested that he should have ‘kept 
to the centre of the road, and witness 
agreed. 

Defendant: But you were coming 
up?-I was then 60 yards away. 

Danger to Pedestrians, 

The Magistrate inquired how tho 
swerving of the car to the left was con- 
sidered to be negligent driving. 

Sergt. George replied that there were 
pedestrians nbout and any one of them 
was Hable to step off the pavement at 
any time. 

Inspector Bloor corroborated the 
Sergeant's evidenco, but estimated that 
the defendants’ speed in turning the 
corner was 20 milos per hour. 

By tho defendant: Witness would 
have heard it had the defendant sound- 
ed his horn.

DIRECT BUYING. 


China Cutting Out the 
‘Middleman, 


NEW POLICY OUTLINED. 

The announcement that Mr. J. K. 
Choy, chief ,of the Administration 
Department of the Nationalist 
Ministry of Raflways, has been in- 
Btructed to open a_ purchasing 
agency’ In London, . is Indicative 
of a new. policy inaugurated by 
Minister Sun Fo to cut 
down expenses by elminating 
the middleman in China and pur- 
chasing direct from the manu- 
facturers, says The Far Eastern 
Review. As Mr. Choy is in Lon- 


‘ldon on a mission connected with 


the British Boxer In- 
demnity Funds for new railway 
construction, this step is un- 
doubtedly intended to constitute a 
guarantee to the British authori- 
ties that the utmost economy will 
be practised in the expenditure of 
any funds released for that pur- 
pose. It is ao further assurance 
that full and free competition will 
be offered to British manufacturers 
of rolling stock and accessories, 
and, everything being equal, ten- 
ders wil] be awarded to the lowest 
bidder.

Direct Dealing 

The step taken by Minister Sun 
Fo follows a similar decision ar- 
rived at by the Mukden authori- 
ties, who some months ago official- 
ly advised interested parties that 
it would inaugurate a system of 
direct purchasing from railway 
equipment manufacturers in the 
United States. The new regime 


in Mukden feels that in the past 
quotations have. been made by 
local agents which neceggarily In- 
cluded bonuses (polite term for 
“aqueeze”) to -railway  officlals 
directly concerned with the pur- 
of equipment. They 
point out that an earnest effort is 
being made at: this time to 
eliminate ‘these confidential emolu- 
ments, and consequently desire for 
the time being to deal direct with 
American manufacturers. 
Will Prove .of. Inestimable Value.. 
Mukden’s programme is that all 
purchases will be made against 
Irrevocable letters of credit and 
the shipments made c.i.f, Dalren; 
the Chinese raflway authorities 
taking charge of the shipment at 
the port of entry and’ satisfying 
the existing regulations and pro- 
cedure necessary for importing the 
equipment, The Mukden authori- 
ties state, in effect, that in the past 
thetr purchasing field has-been cir- 
cumscribed and limited to a 
choice of those comparatievly few 
American railway materia! manu- 
facturers having agents in China, 
and that this syatem has.deprived 
them of that free scope of competi- 
tion essential to economy, . The 
attitude of the Mukden authori. 
ties js important, inasmuch as 
thelr purchasing covers nine Chi- 
hese operated railways; Hnes now 
in their infancy and capable of 
great extension and expansion, 
This new policy of the Chinese 
railway authorities in Nanking and 
Mukden, affecting as {it does the 
business of every engineering firm 
in China, although now ‘in fts 
Inftial_ and formative stage, is a 
contingency that must be reckoned 
with. Tho tendency of both Gov. 
ernments towards « concentrating 
all purchases under one agency 
and financing thelr own orders 
whenever possible is traceable to 
a desire to seek a» wider competi- 
tion than now seems possible by 
restricting thelr purchase through 
the manufacturers actually’ re- 
presented in China. Although 
the placing of such. orders direct 
with the manufacturer through an 
official purchasing office located in 
London or New York will operate 
to the’ disadvantage of local en- 
gineering firms, it can be seon how 
it-will prove of Inestimabls value 
to the Chinese Government, when 
the time arrives to solicit foreign 
financial _ assistance in tho cone 
t of a new 
syatem of State railways. ‘ 
. Banks-and.Commisafan..

With- 
out golng into the details and his- 
. tory of how this five per cent, pur- 
chasing commission originated, it 
is sufficient to point out that the 
Chinese themselves created the 
Precedent on the old Imperial rail- 
ways of North China (Peking- 
Mukden line) by entering into a 
contract With a firm of ‘London 
engineers to purchase all its re- 
quirements in Great Britain, 

The original loan agreement for 
the above railway made up no 
provision for. a. purchasing com: 
mission. It was 4 -clean-cut 
financial transaction in‘ which, be- 
cause of the International politics 
involved, the Chinese Government 
was conceded terms lower than it 
could have received had the loan 
been contracted on’ a business 
basis. The British and Chinese 
Corporation simply exacted: for the 
proper execution of the loan gon- 
tract and aupervision over the 
operdtion of the Hine, that they 
should appotnt the chief engineer. 
After the Chinese authoritiog laid 
this extra burden on ‘the line, the 
British banking group requested 


that in all fairness it should be. 


paid the same commiasion for 
performing, the same service in 
subsequent railway loan agree- 
ments. The precedent once es- 
tablished became. recognised a3 ‘a 
permanent and legitimate charge on 
subsequent lines and a source of 
.Profit.to the bankers of all other 
countries advancing funds for 
Chinese railway construction. 

The Chinese on many oceasiona 
have pointed to this. purchasing 
commission as an instance of how 
they have been unfairly treated 
by international finance, and as 
their authorities have never con- 
fessed to their own shortsighted: 
ness, this impression: has beep 
permitted to take root and grow, 
until now {t is commonly accepted 
by the Chinese as one of tha most 
flagrant abuses on the part of 
“foreign financial imperialism.” 

Precedent Created by Chinese. 

That a five per cent. purchasing 
commission is somewhat excessive 
is true; that is alt that can be 
sald against it, . But it is wall to 
remember that it was ‘never de 
manded or imposed ‘by the forelgn 
bankers as a condition to a loan 
agreement until the Chincse them. 
selves created: a precedent they 
were quite willing to follow In all 
subsequent loan transactions, 
Times and conditions have chang- 
ed, Future railway loan agroe- 
ments entered into between tho 
Chinese Government and _respon- 
sible groups of. forelgn bankerg 
will be devoid of international 
Politics and negotiated as a clean. 
cut business proposition. The 
banking group, acting on behalf 
of its prospective bondholders, will 
insiat upon the strictest. economy 
in construction, in order to reduco 
the capital outlay toa .minimum. 
There will be no provision or room 
for “squeeze” or any diversion of 
loan funds into . the Pockets of 
favoured officials, or for undue 
Profits to the bankers or their 
friends. There will be no pur 
chasing commission set aside for 
the bankers or any firm designated 
to act for them as auch, 

The.Chinese” Ministry of Yall- 
ways will Insist upon the right. to 
make its’ own purchases fr the 
open market, To obtain the ful- 
lest and freest competition and 
rockbottom c.i.f.. prices, the tenders 
may be advertised in London and 
New York, so that every approved 
rallway material manufacturer in 
the country furnishing the loan 
will enjoy an equal opportunity to 


| pands solaly upon the conditions 


of the loan agreemont and whether 
or not preference in supplying 
materials is given'to the nation 
furnishing the funds. In the pre- 
sent instance, whore itis hoped 
that a portion of the British 
Roxer Indemnity will bo used for 
new railway censtruction or re- 
habilitation, the materials should 
all bo purchased as a matter of 
equity from British manufactur- 
erg, and an asgurance given be- 
forehand that they will be con- 
ceded equal treatment. The old 
purchasjng system aroused con- 
siderable opposition and protesta 
from British manufacturers who 
rightly or wrongly, felt that they 
wers being discriminated against 
in favour of a few preferred con- 
cerns represented in China by the 
firm closely allied with the official 
purchasing agents. 

Although there was little basis 
for this dissatisfaction the condi- 
tions which gave rise to it have 
long since disappeared. To obviate 
any further cause for’ protests, it 
is not unwise at this time for the 
Ministry of Railways to provide 
some guarantee that if any portion 
of the Boxer Indemnity fs allocated 
for railway construction, all Bri- 
jtish equipment manufacturers, 
irrespective of whether or not they 
maintain offices or agencies in 
China, will be given the fullest op- 
portunity to compete. At the 
same time it [3 an assurance that 
the strictest economy: will prevail 
in the expenditure of the funds, 

‘ On the other hand, until tho 
Chinese Government’s finanées are 
ona more solid basis, with its 
credit fully re-established abroad, 
it would be impractical and un- 
wise to purchase direct from the 
manufacturer. It may be some 
years before this ideal stage is 
‘reached; until then, the practice 
joftnviting tenders in China where 
proper guarantees for financing 
the orders are available, is the 
most judicious course to pursue, 

‘ It is possible that the Mukden 
authorities, operating independently 
of Nanking, may have the ready 
funds to make cash ‘payments for 
materials on their delivery along: 
side the steamer in Europe or 


America, but even this proceduro. 


is not to be commended, unless tha 
materials have been properly. ine 
spected and accepted by an agent 
of the Government before ship- 
ment and payment. No mat- 
ter how much {fs said for this sys- 
tem as a business proposition, {t 
only tends to complicate and con- 
fuse the general political situation 
and make for a loss of prestige of 
the Central Government .and ‘its 
Ministry of Raflways. If the Chi- 
nese nation is now unified and 
Mukden acknowledges the supre- 
macy of the Central Government, 
any independent railway activities, 
either in purchasing for or In the 
construction of State railways, im- 
plies ‘that this allegiance ia a 
fiction. 
Is Mukden Autonomous? 

' There {s every evidenca to sup- 
port the statement that Mukden, 
while professing allegiance to 
Nanking consfders itself auto- 
nomous, if not independent, when 


it comes to negotiating loans for | 


new railway construction or tho 
financing of Jarge orders for its 
rallway requirements. As long 
as the Mukden Government can 
pay cash there can be no objec- 
tion to direct dealing with Ameri- 
can manufacturers, but when the. 
question of its credit {s involved 
and its bonds or notes are offered 
in payment, the transaction is 
fraught with grave risks. In 
fact, these tiotes or-bonds could 
not be offered for sale onthe open 
market in Europe or, America with- 
out automatically inviting the 
official opposition of tho various 
Governments’ signatories to the 
Consortium Agreement. For any 
of these Governments to sanction 
or approve of the issuing of auch 
provincial obligations on their re- 
spective financial market is 
equivalent to recognising the politi. 
cal fridependenca of the provinces, 

Direct purchasing may have its 
advantages where the various rall- 
Way administrations have the 
cash’ or ‘con “ provide ‘irrevocable

time-honoured methods of conduct- 
ing business in China, 

Present System Commended. 

This tendency {s to be regretted, 
as, after all, tho present. system, 
with. all_its-drawbacks, has been 
evolved by a century of trading 
as the only safe way of dcing busi- 
ndas in China; the only guarantee 
that the interests of manufacturer 
and customer will be adequately 
safeguarded. But, in. the keen 
competition for orders and profits, 
with the world to shop in and 
check up on quotations, the Chi- 
nese will always ‘have the advant- 
age if they can provide the neces; 
sary banking guarantees and 
facilities for payments and are 
willing to assume the risks In- 
volved in shipping, landing and 
delivery of the merchandise. 

If the Chinese railway authorl- 
ties or industrialiata can obtain 
the financial support and guaran- 
tees of responsible Chinese banka 
in placing orders direct with the 
foreign manufacturer and accepts 
before shipment tho okay: of some 
reputable firm of congulting or in- 
spacting enginecrs | that the 
material conforms to  specifica- 
tions, and is then willing to aa- 
sume all the risks attendant upon 
delivery, assembling and erection 
of the plant at the port of destina- 
tion’ in China, few foreign manu- 
facturers will decline the busi- 
ness. | Hia responsibility ends 
owith delivery of the merchandise 
alongside the steamer. But no 
rellable manufacturer of  en- 
gineering plant or railway 
equipment who hopes to  eas- 
tablish o permanent business 
in China could afford at this. junc- 
ture to accept any important en- 
gineering contract that does not 
carry with It assembling or erec- 
tion of the plant by thelr own ex- 
pert engineers and some provi- 
sion of guarantee for its efficient 
operation over a stated period of 
time, This calla for aervice that 
can only be rendered by maintain-. 
ing an office or an agency in China.

Professor Ride, Dean of the 
Faculty, after referring at some 
length to the valuable assistance 
which Dr. Cannon had given to* the 
University and, the “Caduceus,” 
said:— ~~ . 
“I have known Dr. Cannon 
especially well during the last eight 
or more months, as my first Ileuten- 
ant.and right-hand man. No one 
knows what work he has got 
through. Everyone knows that the 
head of a concern needs a good 
right-hand man to get through all 
the work, especially the preparing 
of the Journal, with its proofs, 
writing, and many other essentials. 
In fact Dr. Cannon has been more 
than a first lieutenant,—he has been 
a very good general. Thig is a very 
morbid duty I have to perform, for 
a twofold reason,—first, because wa 
shall so mias him, for he is about to 
leave us, and second because Dr. 
Cannon is our lecturer In morbid 
anatomy: two morbid things! I feel 
aure we shall all very much miss 
him, but we wish him good luck and 
success in London. 

Dr. Ride next called upon Dr. de 
Sousa to speak, 

Dr. de Sousa spoke of the great 
work Dr, Cannon had done and how 
he would be missed, but said they 
would always remember him as a 
very dear friend and fine colleague.

Dr. de 
Sousa’ said that he could not find

He wished him the best, 
for he well: deserved it. 

Dr. Chamarette, also spoke say- 


ing that he had found Dr.- Cannon . 


a wise counsellor at all times, and 
an ever present help in times of 
difficulty, for they all knew the 
difficulties which had faced them 
during the past year. He wished 
Dr. Cannon all prosperity and suc- 
cess at the London University, and 
look&d forward to his still greater 
help now that he would be amongst 
all his friends, and in the centre 
of things. 

Dr. Cannon was then called upon 
to reply. ° 

“Fare Thee Well.”. 

Dr. Cannon said: From the bot- 
tom of' your hearts you bid -me 
farewell! I do not know if you 
have ever really thought of the 
meaning of this word, farewell— 
it was the word used‘in the days 
of old when a friend was leaving 
for a new land, and it was the beat 
wish that anyone could wish, that 
the traveller may fare well,—may 
do ‘well,—may be‘ successful in’ his 
new venture. .I also wish that you 
may fare well beyond all your ex- 
pectations, and not let the frequent 
seeming setbacks of life, which so 
often face you, hinder you in the 
purpose you have so much put your 
heart in,—-in fact, your very life. 

As to whether we succeed, de- 
pends largely | upon our - outlook 
on life. ‘To take an example—use 
the word “on.” Jt depends upon 
which way you look at the word, as- 
to what Interpretation you put 
upon it. .The card I hold in my 
hand with that word written upon 
it if read from the opposite dlrec-' 
tion reads “no”; | it dependa, in 
fact, upon your point of view,—and’ 
updn ‘your-.point of view: depends 
your success ‘in life.

A BRUTAL CARNAGE. 


Madman Slaughters 
-  - Two Persons. 


INSTANT. DEATH. 

The Chung Hwa Road near the 
Bureau of Social Affairs, Shanghal, 
was the scene of a ghastly attack on 
innocent pedestrians by a young 
factory) Inbourer named Ma, who 
suddenly ran amok, and killed two 
persons and injured one in his dead- 
ly assault, says the China Preas. 

At 1.80 p.m, on March $1, the 
usual] peaceful atmosphere of Chung 
Hwa Road was suddenly rent by the 
shouts of the madman who lives in 
& tailorshop in that thoroughfare. 
Selzing a large knife, two, feet long 
and two Inches wide, the maniac 
ran shouting into the street and 
meeting a woman, 28 years old, he 
commenced to attack her ferociously 
with his deadly weapon, and in- 
flicted such serious injuries as to 
cause the instant death of the 
woman, 

Careening madly down the street, 
Ma next met two young students 
returning home, one of them being 
18 years’ old and the other 10. With- 
out a word of warning, the elder 
of the two was struck down with 
a brutal blew, caualng immediate | 
death, while the younger received 
such dangerous wounds that he is 
not expected to live, 

. By this time the whole neigh- 

bourhood was secthing with excite- 

ment, and a Chinese traffic police- 

man attracted to the scene, soon 

took in the situation at a glance, 
‘Aim at the Madman. 

Levelling his rifle, he aimed at 
\the madman and shot him in the 
thigh, but this did not seem to 
stop him. Another shot was fired, 
resulting in Ma‘s leg being hit this 
time. Still the insane murderer 
came on, and the. gendarme with- 
out any other recourse, aimed at o 
vital spot, and brought down his 
quarry with a shdt {n the abdomen. 

Thousands ‘of spectators had 

gathered round “by .this time, and 
heads were craned for a sight of 
the madman who had created such 
terrible havoc in the matter of a 
few minutes. . 
. An ambulance arrived shortly 
after, and victims and assailant 
were rushed off to a nearby hos- 
pital. Both the 10 year old boy and 
Ma are not expected to live, 

Inquiries elicited the information 
that Ma, who is only 20 years old, 
had oncé been afflicted with mental 
derangement when he was’ quite 
young, but since then has seemed 
to be quite recovered. His outs 
break no doubt was duc ‘to a recur- 
rence of his childhood malady.

Many Aliases. —

is confirmed by the fact that the’ 


company has redeemed the loan of 
2,400,000 dollars, contracted in 
1926 in the United States, Thia 
need not have been pald off 
until 1941, and the fact that pay- 
ment was made eleven yeara beforo 
may be taken as proof of the 
sound financial position of the 
company. To this success the 
liners of the “Conte” class have 
materially contributed, particularly 
the Conte Rosso, which, during her 
68th trip, established a record. on 
the Plate line, making an average 
speed of 19.54 knots. against her 
contract speed of only 18% knots, 
Meeting International Competition. 

With these ships and the super- 
Unera at prosent under construc- 
tion, Italy will be in an excellent 
position to mect international com- 
petition, especially on the services 
to North and South America, not- 
withstanding the continual de- 
srease in Italian emigration, Tho 
number of emigrants last year, for 
instance, to transoceanic countries, 
according to the official figures 
compiled on the basis of passports 
issued, totalled €3,972. In the pre- 
vious year the total was 70,794, and 
in 1927 to 196,094, —- 

In order to‘compensate for this 
decrease in the number of Italian 
emigrants, especially to South 
America, the Italian shipping com- 
panies have made great efforts to 
increase not only tho tourist traffic, 
but also that of emigrants from 
other European countries having 
the greatest number of emigrants 
‘o South Amorica. 

The foreign emigrants transport- 
ed in Italian liners have conse- 
quently increased, but according to 
announcements made by the respecs 
tive companies, net profits were re- 
duced because of the great expen- 
diture necessary to create the or- 
ganisation required in these coun- 
tries, and especially for the high 
cost of the transport’ of 
these emigrants by rail to 
Genoa, Trieste and Naples, To aid 
the companies in this enterprise, 
the Italian Government hag decided 
to reduce the fare for emigrants 
on the Itallan railways from the 
frontier stations to the. loading 
ports. With this_ reduction the 
transport of European emigrants, 
especially from Poland and the 
Balkans to South America by 
Italian’ steamship companies is 
expected to increase and give 
greater profits during this year.

Long and Honourable 
Career. 


NIGERIA AND HONG KONG. 


Hia Lordship the Chief Justice. 
Sir Henry Cowper Gollan, Kt., K.C., 
C.B.E., leaves Hong Kong by the 
R.M.S.’ Empress of Russia, going 
Home via Canada on leave prior to 
going into retirement, thus bringing 
to a close a long and honourable 
career, of which he has spent 30 
years as a law officer in the Colonial 
Service. . 

Called to Bar, 

Sir Henry was called to the Bar 
at the Middle Temple in 1891, and 
after eight ‘years’ practice as a 


junior counsel, he was on September 
1, 1899, appointed Private Secretary 
{to Colonel Lugard (now Lord 
| Lugard, a former Governor of Hong 
Kong—1907-12) who was then Com- 
missioner and Commandant of the 
West African Field Force in the 
Boer War. The following year Sir 
Henry became Private Seceretary to 
the High Commissioner of Northern 
Nigeria, holding the appointment 
from January 1 to September 21, 
1900. During that poriod he also 
acted as Secretary to the Adminis- 
[trator, of Northern Nigeria (June 
1 to August 31). S 

On the day of his relinquishing 
his post as Private Secretary to the 
High Commissioner (September 21, 
;1900) Sir Henry was appointed 
Attorney General of Northern 
| Nigeria. Two months later, on 
‘November 16 he acted as Chief 
‘Justice of Northern Nigeria, until 
April 4, 1901. He finally received 
his appointment as Chief Justice on 
November 4, 1901. Three years 
later Sir Henry was transferred to 
Bermuda as Chief Justice. He re- 
mained In Bermuda until 1911 when 
he went to Trinidad os Attorney 
;General, and subsequently filled the 
‘game position in Ceylon, being ap- 
‘pointed In 1918, 

Arrival in Hong Kong. 


. Sir Henry’s connection with Hong 
Kong dates back less than six years, 
he being appointed Chief Justice 
here on October 3, 1924, and arrived 

‘in the Colony from Ceylon on Octo- 
ber 15. Since then, In addition to 
his office of Chief Justice, Sir Henry 
has acted as Chairman of tha 
Salaries Commission (1928), and 
acting Vice Chancellor . of. the 
University of Hong Kong (1929). - 
He received the degree of LL.D, (in 
honoris causa) of the University 
last year. . : 
In sporting circles, Sir Henry is 
a keen racing man and has been a 
Steward of the Hong Kong Jockey 
Club since shia arrival here. He {5 . 
also a lover of music being a Vice- 
President of the Hong Kong Phil- 
harmonie Soelety.

Menace ‘of Quinine 
_ Shortage. 


HIGH PRICE 

The vatue of the cinchena tree 
(Cinchona Ledgeriana) as a source 
of quinine is common knowledge, 
but the considerable work unier- 
taken by British medical officers in 
the past in making use of the pro 
duct of this tree ay a preventive 
against malaria is not so well 
known, says a writer in “Nature.” 

The cinchona tree was introdu- 
ed into both Indfa and Java be 
tween the years 1854 and 1804. 
Prior to about 1880, the world’s 
supply of cinchona bark was obtain: 
ed from the native forests in Ecua- 
dor, Bolivia, and Peru. It was only 
after the export of bark from these 
regions was no longer to be relied 
npon that attempts were made te 
grow  cinchona elyewhere. Tho 
British were amongst the first to 
succeed in bringing the tree under 
cultivation, The pioneers were 
auch omen aa Weddell, Hasskarl, 
Markham, Ledger, and others, and 
it waa by thelr offorts that the ¢3 
tablishment of . important supplies 
of. drug became a practical propesi- 
tion. 

The early atlempts to cultivate 
the cinchona tree met with con 
siderable suecess, and private per- 
sons took up the business as a com 
mercial proposition. In the early 
days’ of cultivation, experiments 
were made in India, Burma, Ceylon, 
Malaya, the Sudan, Jamaica, 
Trinidad, St. Helena, Mauritius, 
‘Australia, and New Zealand; but 
these experiments were not always 
followed up to a definite conclusion. 
In Ceylon and India the efforts were 
successful, but private planting 
was soon given up and the Govern 
ment has been mainly responsible 
for the supplies. 

. Of Enormous Importance 

Within the Empire, therefore. ar 
the present day, India is the only 
country where cinchona is grown 
‘on a large scale, There are Gov: 
ernment plantations in the Nilghiria 
in the South, in the Darjiting dis- 
trict in Bengal (perhaps the best 
known), and a more recently 
developed one in Surma, There are 
also quinine factories both in the 
Bengal and Madras Provinces. 

A recent paper ‘by Dr. J. M- 
Cowan, of the Indian Forest Ser- 
vice and offielating —- Director. 
Botanical Survey of India, and 
Superintendent of Cinchona Cul- 
tivation in Bengal, entitled 
“Cinchona in the Empire: Progress 
and Prospects of its Cultivation,’ 
discusses the present position of tho 
cinchona and the future prospects 
of its cultivation. 

The enormous importance to tho 
human race within the Empire of 
the perpetuation of supplies of 
quinine will become evident when 
the question of malaria prevention 
is considered.» We have within tho 
Empire a large proportion of the 
malarial tracts of the world. Prof, 
Muller of Cologrie estimates that 
some 800,000,000 people suffer from 
malaria; and according to Sir 
Ronald Ross there are 2,000,000 
fatal cases every year. It is furs 
ther estimated. by Dr. Andrew 
Balfour that the direct loss sustain: 
ed by the British Empire duc to 
sickness and death caused by malaria 
is In the neighbourhood of between 
£52,000,000 and 462, 000,000 * per 
annum.

The Emplre’s Responsibility. 

Apart from financial considera- 
tions, it will be apparent that tho 
responsibilitles of the British 
Empire in this question of malaria 
prevention or reduction’ are heavy. 
The question has become an interna- 
tional one, and an organisation for 
anti-malarial work has been set up 
by the League of Nations. The 
policy of thls organisation is pri- 
marily the quinisation of -affected 
populations, Hence the cultivation 
of the cinchona tree becomes a ques. 
tion of firat importance. It is 
to a consideration of this matter 
that Dr. Cowan's paper is devoted. 

ia India, then, the cultivation of 
zinchona is confined to Government 
activities. [t wag not until 1910-11 
that a similar problem had to be 
faced in Java. Conferences were 
held, and manufacturers In Holland 
in Juva came to an 
agreement by which profits were to 
he ahared and.by which prices could 
be maintained at a level which 
would show satisfactory returns. 
The disaster which threatened the 
Java plantations was averted to a 
great extent by the adoption of thi: 
policy; and suppties are now avail 
able for the wor'd demands. 

That the action taken in Java 
was thoroughly practical, a com- 
parison between the two- countries 
readily demonstrates. They com: 
menced to give attention to the 
question ahout the same time and 
the facilities in roth regions were 
abundant. ‘Yet Java now producer 
well over 90 per cent, of the world’: 
supply of cinchona bark and Indi: 
only 4 per cent. ‘A very small per- 
centage of the bark utilised come: 
from South American forests. ' 

Two Urgent Problems. 

The production in India repre- 
sents only about one-third of the 
amount: ‘actually consumed in the 
country ftsdf, She is therefore 


} at present not only unable to supply 


her own demands but also, In com- 
mon with the rest of the world, is 
dependent upon the Dutch planta- 
tions in Java. 

Two problems, in the author's 
opinion, demand urgent solution: 
the first is to find additional suit- 
able land, an investigation in which 
other parts of the Empire should, 
join: and the second is to enhance’ 
the output per unit of area, Re- 
search work {3 also necessary with 
regard to particular strafns which. 
yield high percentages of quinine. 

The price of quinine at present 
is very high—£1.9.6 per lb.—so high 
as practically to prohibit extensive 
anti-malarial measures, On this 
subject the Royal Commission on 
Agriculture in India in its report 
(1928) stated: “If India is to em- 
bark on any large campaign for 
fighting malaria, we are convinced 
that it will be first necessary to re- 
duce considerably the price of 
quinine within India, and this can 
only be effected if India is self-aup- 
porting in production. To achieve 
this self-sufficiency a considerable 
extension to the present area under 
cinchona will be required ,... We 
are satisfied that, in view of the 
great importance of extending cin- 
chona cultivation ‘and cheapening 
quinine, much.more scientific inves- 
tigation is called for than ‘has been 
undertaken in the past.”

UNSEAWORTHY SHIP. 


Sequel to to Bunker 
Fires. 


Mr. Suative Wright, In the Coni- 
mercial Court, has delivered two 
lony judgments in cases involving 
general average cTnims in respect 
of fires in bunker coal in two 
steamships, and in both cases de- 
cided that the nature of the fires 


led him to a finding of unseaworthi- 
ness of the ship. 


‘In the first case the Tempus 
Shipping Co., Ltd., of Cardiff, sued 
Louis Dreyfus and Co, of Holland 
House, London, for general average 


contribution for dealing with a fire 
in the plaintiffs’ 


when carrying a cargo of maize 
for the defendants, The ship put 
into Monte Video to avoid total 
loss, and there the expenditure of 
coping with the fire was incurred. 

The defendants denicd liability 
and counter-claimed for short de- 
livery and damage of the cargo of 
maize. Defective coal, they said, 
would make the ship unseaworthy 
at the time of sailing. Unless’ sea- 
worthiness was proved, the 
shipowners replied they were pro- 
tected by a. charter-party clause 
which relieved them of ability for 
a latent defect in the machinery or 
appurtenances of the ship, and in 
any case Section 502 of the Mer- 
chant Shipping Act. 1804, protect- 
ed them. They ‘made every effort 
to use the best type of bunkers. 

The Judge held the coal was 
unfit for the voyage and that in 
that respect the ship was unsea- 
worthy, He dismissed the plain- 
tiffs’ claim and gave the defendants 
judgment on their counter- 
claim for two-thirds of ° the 
claim, which was for £650, 
The damage done to the 
maize ina lighter” was a direct 
consequence of the fire on, the 
Campus, and there was no fault or 
priority by the shipowners, who 
were protected by the Act in that 
particular from Ilability and 
damage caused by fire on board]: 
ship. 
said, that ships were Hable to 
bunker fires in the River Plate area 
where the Campus was. . 

In the second case the owners of 
the steamer Alberto Fassini, the 
Fiumana Societa di Navigazione, 
sued Messrs. Bunge and Co, Ltd., 
of St, Mary Axe, London, as cargo 
owners, for £1,632 general average 
claim in respect of fires in bunker 
coal in that vessel, ; 

Again Mr, Justice Wright found 
that the coal and what happened to 
it amounted to unseaworthiness of 


‘the ship in ‘setting out, and found 


against the shipowners’ claim. Ho 
srid there had been a_ fire 
before commencing to load, and 
there should have * been 6 
removal of the coal to deal with 
the situation and discover the 
cause,

SAILORS’ WELFARE. 


It was known, his Lordship Comforts of tl the Glasgo 


Home. 

The work carried on in the 
Glasgow Sailors’ Home for improv: 
ing the conditions of seamen of all 
nationalities ‘was commended by 
the Lord Provost (Mr. 
Kelly) at the annual meeting, held 
in the Home. The number of offi- 
cers and men who ‘were boarded 
for one or more days in the Home 
during 1929 was 4,703, as compared 
with 4,652 in 1928, : 

The Lord Provost, in moving ap- 
proval of the annval report, said 
that the work of the Home, in con- 
junction .with the Glasgow Sea- 
men's Friend Society and the Aged 
Seamen's Relief Fund, provided for 
every need and comfort of sailors 
while in Glasgow. The Sailors’ 
Home at the Broomiclaw was’ re- 
cognised as one of the most com- 
fortable and most popular in the 
country. In addition to the board- 
ing of seamen, the Home perform- 
ed a useful work in the administra- 
tion of relief to seamen in 
straitened circumstances. For 
this purpose a grant was received 
from the King Géorgo’s Fund for 
Sailors, and also from the Inver- 
elyde Bequest Fund, The amount 
expended,on relief of this nature
